The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 

Office action. 

Claims 1-4,6-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
combination of Huang 6825078 in view of Schrems et al 5945704. 

Huang discloses formation of a DRAM including forming a trench, forming an oxide liner 12 in the 
trench, fomiing polysilicon 38 to fill the trench and on the filled trench, patterning polysilicon layer 38 to form 
polysilicon extending over the trench and extending laterally over the edges of the trench wherein the 
polysilicon comprises a top and a side as recited. The reference discloses fonning spacers 48/50 over the 
gate and the patterned polysilicon. The reference is silent with respect to the material used to form the 
spacers. 

Schrems et al discloses forming nitride spacers on gates of a MOSFET used in a DRAM (col. 12, 
line 16). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teachings of Schrems 
with those of Huang because it would enable the disclosed spacer formation step of Huang to be performed 
according to the teachings of Schrems. 

Claims 5 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
